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EACH ROBBING THE OTHER 


That is what the present saturnalia of 
high prices amounts to. Each is robbing 
the other, with the result that every one 
of the ehicke ns come home to roost nd 
the water secks its ‘level, just as it always 
has and always will. 

It starts out with the big manufactur- 
ers, which have formed themselves into 
trusts and all agreed upon the exhorbitant 
prices charged to the trade for ev ery pro- 
duct. All lines are effected, whether it 
be hats, shoes, groceries, shoe polish or 
chewing gum. Then the jobber, having 
been robbed by the manufacturer, in turn 
passes it right on down to the retailer, 
adding his own profit thereto, and mak- 
ing mighty sure that his profit is about 
double what it used to be or what it 
should be. The retailer then hands it out 
to the ultimate consumer, who pays all 
freight, ‘and tacks on his profit also, and 
owing to the fact that he is getting stuns 
every day of his life he sees to it that his 
profit is a whole lot more than it should 
be, so that by the time it gets to the eon- 
sumer he has to pay from 100 to 550 per- 
cent more than he should have to pay. It 
is a fact that many articles of general use 
and consumption are raised fully 500 per- 
eent from the time they are made until 
they finally reach the ultimate consumer. 
And this is outrageous and nothing short 
of grand lareeny. 

Retailers are paying right now more 
for their stocks of shoes for the fall trade 
than they did for this spring’s trade, and 
the wholesaler says it is beeause leather 
is going up. There is no carthly excuse 
for leather going up. The ecovatry is full 
of it and it is piled up in thousands of 
warehouses mountain high. It is simply 
the leather trust, and the government of 
the United States ought to take it by the 
neck and make its heels erack. 

Tlie.same story is handed out 
linc. We get it the same way in + 
of ail kinds needed in the printing line. 
We have to pay seven cents a pound for 
common print paper that is not worth a 
cent two and one-half cents. Paper 
entering into job printing, such as flats 
for leiterheads, cie., has advanced 
300 percent.

There are only two remedies that we 
can think of, for admonishing people to 
be honest is a waste of time. People are 
not honest, and never have been, and Lord 
knows whether they tver will be or not. 
We keep on hoping and dreaming that 
they will, but can see no signs of it—espe- 
cially when we take our weekly stipend 
and go out to buy something to eat to 
last over Sunday or enough «clothes to 
keep from being arrested for indecent ex- 
posure.

IDLENESS IN COAL~ REGIONS 


President of Ohio Mine Workers’ Or- 
ganization Gives Out Figures That 
Are Alarming. 


JOhu Moore, president of the Ohio 
mine workers’ organization, declared 
that out of approximately 50,000 min- 
ers in Ohio, between 18,000 and 20,- 
000 were idle-during the last week of 
February and approximately 15,000 of 
this number had not worked @ single 
day since January 1. 

Moore estimated that In the ‘north- 
easter district alone there were 12,- 
OU0 idle miners. Those having employ- 
ment ‘were working only 41 per cent 
of the time. In the southern district, 
which usnally employs about 28,000, 
approximately 8,000 were idle and the 
20,000 were not working more than 
one-fourth of the time, 

Moore attributed the idleness in 
Ohio mines to, suspension of many 
business activities through the end- 
ing of the war; the attitude of the 
federal administration in not buying 
Ohio conl, and loss of Indiana, Ilinots 
and Michigan markets through the fed- 
eral fuel administration’s orders estab- 
lishing coal market zones. 

On€ year ago coal production was 
at its highest stage in history. Fvery 
mine was working and labor was uot 
sufliclent to supply the demand.

Vne Unifed States government has 
sent to England an employers’ com- 
mission to study labor conditions and 
governmental policies. 

The Canadian government has prom- 
ised the miners’ federation that a bill 
will be passed in parliament giving the 
surface men an 84-hour day. 

The French government has decid- 
ed to wind up the armament (muni- 


| tion) department and transform it into 


a department of industrial reconstruc- 
tion. 

The Motion Picture Players’ union, 
recently organized in Los Angeles, Cal., 
is the first of its kind in the country. 
It is affiliated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

Shopworkers and maintenance men 
employed by the Boston Elevated 
compuny are now receiving advanced 
wages under a new schedule approved 
by the war labor board. 

The San Francisco Labor council, 
which has an estimated membership 
of 60,000, adopted a resolution express- 
ing opposition to national prohibition 


; and urging that the prohibitiop amend- 


ment be defeated by referendum. 

Differences of opinion as to whether 
the seamen should appeal to the peace 
conference for a settlement of interna- 
tional wage and working conditions re- 
sulted in a split in the international 
seafarers’ conference at Londor, Eng- 
land. 

A three-year agreement, providing 
for daily wages, ranging from $5.60 on 
March 1 to $6.80 on April 1, 1921, in 
the monumental granite indugtry of 
the country, was announced by the 
conference of producers and granite 
cutters at Boston. 

There are still no signs of a settle- 
ment of the Buenos Aires port tie-up. 
The government shipping agents and 
the labor unions are exchanging notes, 
but mo move has been made for the 
men to return to work under the 
government decree nationalizing the 
port services. The port has how been 
tied up 51 days. 

The present scale of n- wages, 
indieated by an agreement reached 
with the Berlin building trades, gives 
apprentices 420 marks a month as inl- 
tial wage. Skilled workers are to be 
paid proportionately higher and are 
to be given 25 per cent overtime and 
60 per cent for night and Sunday 
work. ~Eighteén days’ vacation are to 
be given annually with pay.
